MaclUILLAN EXPECTED 

At the end of January Gould 
Academy will be fortunate in 
hearing Commander Donald B. 
MacMillan speak in the Bing- 
ham gymnasium concerning his 
trip to the Far North last sum- 
mer. Last spring, Commander 
MacMillan spoke to us about 
past expeditions and particularly 
about the one he had planned 
for the summer. When we last 
heard from MacMillan, he’d been 
preparing his crew to take pic- 
tures, do scientific research and 
sail his ship, “The Bowdoin.” 

In 190&-0B Commander MacMil- 
lan accompanied Admiral Peary 
on his successful Northern Ex- 
pedition. During that one year 
his enthusiasm was so fired that 
he vowed he would return. Four 
years later, under the auspices 
of the American Museum of Na- 
tural History, MacMillan was 
commanding an expedition to 
determine the existence of a 
land called "Crocker Land,” 
which was just seen by Peary. 
He found just what he had sus- 
pected — that the land was a mi- 
rage. 

Commander MacMillan has 
found that in commanding or 
even participating in an expedi- 
tion, one must do a number of 
unusual things. Besides doing 
the expected things such as tra- 
veling unknown territory and 
traveling 8000 miles by dog-sled 
with Eskimos, MacMillan has 
been In charge of a school of 
seventy Eskimo children. 

In his book, "Four Years In 
the White North,” Commander 
MacMillan tells of many fascin- 
ating and hair raising experi- 
ences such as- polar hear hunts 
and extremely dangerous battles 
with angry walrus.
